and hungry he has no resource but 
the charity of his fellowmen. 
He 
has even less. In m aterial security, 
than the southern cotton picker had 
before the war between the states. 
Economic Comparison 
“The southern slave had some op­ 
portunity to escape. There was the 
underground railroad for Instance. 
In the night, by devious ways and 
with the aid 
of kindly disposed 
sympathizers 
the desperate slave 
could follow the narrow and dan­ 
gerous trail th a t led to freedom In 
the north. 
"Today there is no escape from 
economic serldom. There is no un­

"We m ust end economic despotism 
as completely as Abraham Lincoln 
ended th* bondage of hum an beings 
"It was the deeply rooted instinct 
, for economic and tx>hllcal liberty 
which caused the colonies to defy 
the British Clown.

In 1932, typical of the years just 
preceding control, he produced ap ­ 
proximately 46 bales on 70 acres 
which returned him $1,617 a t 7 cents 
a pound.

In 1934, under the Bankhead act, 
he figures his total revenue from 
production and rented land was 
$2,390. 
Along w ith his farm ing, Powell 
and 


Bankhead act—except when they’re 
talking to the district com m ittee­ 
men who fix the allotm ents,” says 
Mansell. 
Farm er George, who says he has 
grown as m uch as 165 bales in a 
season and sold them for $8,250 in 
tim es past, expresses a degree of 
confusion as to the ultim ate out­ 
come of crop control. But he says 
he is willing to "play ball” w ith the 
Bankhead act, although he confides 
he has about come to the conclusion 
he “would rath er raise crops w ith­ 
out any strings to ’em." 
Regardless of the confusion some 
phases of the Bankhead act have 
caused him, George sees m uch m erit 
in the provisions th a t allow the pro­ 
duction of crops for home consum p­ 
tion on acres rented to the govern­ 
ment. 
“I ’m raising grain and hay on 
mine.” he explains, “and how it 
helps! 
I d have to fork out a lot of 
money to buy feed for my 18 head 
of mules if I didn't raise it.”

The possibility of pushing through 
a new NRA bill, or even a constitu­ 
tional am endm ent to perm it federal 
regulation of industry, were talked 
over at a hurriedly called meeting 
of the federation's executive coun­ 
cil.
